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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-53 and 77-82 drawn to a spherical prosthesis with an 
expandable component and a method of expanding the spherical 
prosthesis , classified in class 623, subclass 6.64. 

II. Claims 54-76, drawn to a method for achieving arthroplasty between 
adjacent spinal vertebrae, classified in class 623, subclass 17.16. 

III. Claim 83, drawn to a method of monitoring pressure on a prosthetic 
implant, classified in class 604/96.01 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either oj both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the spherical implant 
can be used in eye replacement surgery. 

Inventions I and III are directed to related inventions. The related inventions are 
. distinct if the (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05Q). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have a materially different design, function or effect. 
Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter 
and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Inventions II and III are directed to related inventions. The related inventions are 
distinct if the (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
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inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have different effects and are mutually exclusive. Furthermore, 
the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is 
nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.

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this action). However, upon further consideration, the Examiner felt that a separate 
restriction requirement is necessary due to the number and breadth of the claims. The 
Examiner sincerely apologizes for any inconvenience caused to the Applicant and 
Applicant's Representative by this action.
